3. DELEGATION WOULD BE COMPOSED OF PROFESSOR SEDUNOV 
AND DRS. BORZILOV, TARASOV AND SOKOLOV. KUVSHINNIKOV 
NOTED THAT SEDUNOV WILL BE IN THE U.S. AND CANADA ON OTHER 
BUSINESS FROM THE END OF OCTOBER AND THEREFORE IT IS QUITE 
IMPORTANT TO THE SOVIET SIDE THAT THE NOVEMBER 22 STARTING 
DATE FOR THE DELEGATION BE ACCEPTED BY THE U.S. SIDE AS 
THIS WILL PERMIT SEDUNOV TO LEAD THE SOVIET TEAM.
